Beside the widtow he left a number 
of children, one o£ whom is Mrs.

Boyertown, Pa., Jan. 15.—At 9 


o'clock this morning a most ghastly 
and sickening spectacle of the dis- 
aster of Monday -night was enacted 
at the public school house. All night 
three undertakers, with fifteen as- 
sistants, had labored with a charred 
pile of mangled and disfigured bodies. 
By daylight this morning each body 
together with clothing and other ar- 
ticles of identity found had been laid 
on separate planks, placed upon the 
school house 
desks. The greater 


portion of the population of the lit- 
tle city,- together w'ith scores of be- 
reaved people from the surrounding 
country and towns lined up before 
the school house doors. 
The doors 


were opened and people were per- 
mitted to enter in single file and 
pass 
along 
the 
marked 
course 


through the ranks of the dead. More 
than one JrandredHbodies lay side-fey 
side when the grim procession start- 
ed through the schooL As fast as 
a cry of anguish, announced that one 
of ,the reviewers hail identified his 
dead, the body was borne away, on 
the" plank. Dr. Koehler, burgess of 
Boyertown, issued a proclamation to- 
day announcing that all bodies, must 
be buried whether identified pc not 
within three days. When the eiplo- 
ration of the ruins of the 
opera 


house was resumed this morning 168 
bodies had been recovered. Men are 
at work in the debris and: beUevp that 
more than "six or eight additional 
bodies will be found. Burgess Koh- 
ler's figures, however, snow that 25 
persons are still reported missing and 
he fears that most of these, togeth- 
er with others probably not reported 
will be found in the ruins. Of the 
bodies recovered 110 are females and 
43 males. Others are so badly burn- 
ed that their sex cannot be told. 
Twenty-two of the bodies are those 
of small children and forty more 
those of boys and girls in their teens. 
Much unfavorable comment is being 
heard of the action of the Boyertown 
fire department and many charges of 
• ignorance and inefficiency and cow- 
iardice are heard. It is also asserted 
'that the department Is so demoralized 
that it did little toward saving those 
in danger and after the Pottstowil 
department arrived

Most of the bodies which bare 


been cared for by the authorities 
will be removed to the victims' homes" 
today and the next three days will 
see a continuous procession ot funer- 
al parties. A corps of undertakers 
from Reading, Pottstown and neigh- 
boring cities arrived today to assist 
in attempting to arrange the bodies 
of the unidentified dead in a man- 
ner to make them presentable to th« 
grief-stricken throngs.

ed in Ohio in 1846, and was written 
into the constitution of 1S51 in the 
language of section 2 of article XII. 
to which attention has already been 
cal?ed. Ever since its adoption

equality of contribution between rea! 
ami personal property. 
In 1852 th9 


grand duplicate of all property; real 
ana personal property, in 1S52 the

In 1852 the total value of all real es- 
tate was $354,937,000.

Certainly it is ten 
times as large as it was in the middle 
of the last century. 


The special 
report of the United 


States census department on the sub- 
ject of rural and urban populations 
makes some comparisons that, with 
respect to Ohio, reveal conclusively 
the fact that the larger cities of the 
state are growing at the expense of 
the rural communities. In making its 
compilations the census bureau con- 
siders every municipality of 2.500 in- 
habitants or over a city, and the rest 
of the state as constituting ;he coun- 
try districts. 
On that bas's Ohio's 


rural population in 1SSO was C7.S per 
cent of the whole population: in 1S30 
it was 59.1 per cent and in 1909 52 per 
cent. These statistics show not only 
a decrease in the percentage of popu- 
lation in the country districts but an 
actual reduction in the number of in- 
habitants. In 1890 the country dis- 
tricts of Ohio had a population of 
2,169.219, while in 1900 they 
bad a 


population of 2.160.445. a decrease of 
8.774, 
Nothing could more clearly

And 
yet all the personal property in Ohio 
today, as shown on the grand tax dup- 
licate, is wnrth less than half the real 
estate and bears a smaller proportion 
of the total taxes for state and local 
pnrposes than it did in 1S70. 


The estimated true value of all prop- 


erty in Ohio, according to tbe latest 
report oj the/United. States census 
f 


to tax, at the same rate and by the 
same methods, both land and 
the 


mortgage upon it. If "A" owning a 
farm worth $10.000 borrows $5,000 
upon it he is required to pay taxes 
under the present laws of Ohio on 
the full value of the farm, while "B" 
who loans the money pays taxes on 
the $5.000 mortgage. This is not only 
double taxation, but it imposes the 
burden upon one who can reast afford 
to bear it, for the owner of the land 
not only continues to pay taxes on 
its full value, but he pays an amount 
of interest on the mortgage which is 
computed upon the assumption that 
such mortgage in taxable. la other 
words, thB borrower pays a higher 
rate of interest than he would if the 
mortgage were not subject to taxa- 
tion, and this despite the fact that 
the mortgage is generally concealed 
by the mortgagee. A further result 
of this taxation of land and 
mort- 


gages at the same rate is a discrim- 
ination against citizens of Ohio and 
in favor of citizens of other states. A 
resident of this state 
who 
lends 


money secured by a mortgage in Ohio 
is taxed upon the credit thus created, 
whereas a non-resident, such as a for- 
eign insurance company, is not taxed 
upon any indebtedness to him se- 
cured by a mortgage upon land in this 
state. 


Fourth—It ia unjust to the owners 


of all other property. 
The escape 


from taxation of fully 90 per cent of 
all intangible property, which is un- 
doubtedly going on in Oflio today, in- 
creases by exactly its share the bur- 
den wpon the owners of other prop- 
erty and particularly tire owners of 
real estate which may be. and gen- 
erally is, assf-ssed for taxation below 
its true market value, but which, un- 
der no circumstances, can altogether 
avoid the duplicate. 


Fifth—It lowers the standard of in-

Yet this 
pamphlet was foisted not upon the 
American public, but upon the savants 
and bibliophiles of Europe—men skill- 
ed in the art of books and in the detec- 
tion of forgery. So cleverly was this 
fraud conceived and executed that Jt 
deserves to stand in the front rank of 
any consideration, however brief, of 
clever deceptions. 


The Fortsas Catalogue was publish- 


ed in 1840—a small book purporting to 
be the catalogue of the private library 
of a certain Count J. N. A. de Fortsas 
of Binche, in Belgium. Although the 
book consisted of but fourteen pages 
and listed only fifty-two titles, it 
stirred up a veritable teapot tempest 
among the wise .heads. The reason 
was not far to seek—not one of the 
books mentioned in the catalogue was 
to be found in any other library or 
publisher's list! They were all abso- 
lutely "sole surviving" copies of in- 
tensely 
Interesting 
works. 
In the 


words of the catalogue itself, "the 
count pitilessly expelled 
from 
his 


shelves books for which he bad paid 
their weight in gold—as soon as he 
learned that a work up to that time 
unknown had been mentioned in any 
catalogue." 
Each new research of 


learned Investigators into the book 
lore of antiquity, it was claimed, "had 
thinned still further the already dec- 
imated ranks of the count's sacred 
battalion." Weary of his tremendous 
and self Imposed task of collecting 
only unique specimens, the count was 
stated to have died on Sept 1, 1839, 
and his library was now offered for 
sale. Apparently the fraudulent char- 
acter of such master foolery was quite 
patent Yet the hign brows "bit" en- 
-thusiastically. and there resulted • one 
of the most amusing incidents of the 
decade. 


For instantlv the learned book lovers 


were up in arms, each trying to outdo 
his rival and secure for himself the 
most precious of the treasures at the 
sale which was advertised. 
Orders 


poured In from all over Europe on the 
behalf of scholarly societies, libraries, 
royal families and literary epicures. 
One bookseller came all the way from 
Amsterdam just to see No. 75, the 
"Corpus Juris Civilis." The Princess 
de Ligne "for^the donor of her fami- 
ly" ordered No. 48 at any price to sup- 
press it on account of certain discred- 
itable family episodes it was supposed 
to contain. Many other prominent per- 
sons and institutions clamored for a 
chance at the collection. 
"Men re- 


membered having seen books that nev- 
er existed," says William Shepard. 
"The foreman in Casteman's printing 
office at Tourney had distinct recollec- 
tions of a bogus volume credited to his 
press." 


Unfortunately the advertised sale 


never came off. 
On the 9th of Au- 


pust, the day before it was to have be- 
gtin. the Brussels papers announced 
that the town of Binche had determin- 
ed to keep the collection intact by pur- 
chasing it with public funds. 
The 


amusing part of this statement was 
that Biuche was a most insignificant 
village, quite unable to purchase much 
of anything. let alone a universally de- 
sired library. 
Still, even that state- 


ment was believed. 


The truth eventually transpired that 


the Count de Fortsas, his miraculous 
library and the catalogue were all the 
creations of an ingenious fellow named 
Rene Chalons, living in Belgium. His 
catalogue begot a rather extensive lit- 
erature of its own. which has since 
been collected and published under the 
title "Documents et Particularites His- 
toriques sur le Comte de Fortsas." A 
copy of the original catalogue now 
rests in the Congressional library at 
Washington. — Cincinnati Commercial 
Tribune.

CATGUT STRINGS. 


The Way They Arc Made From the 


Intestine* of Sheep. 


Catgut strings, % is well known, are 


made of the intestines of sheep. The 
intestines of the full grown animal are 
from forty to fifty feet long. 


The raw material from the stock- 


yards is first thoroughly cleansed of 
fat and fleshy fiber by dull knives ar- 
ranged on a drum turned by a crank. 
The white tough membrane that Is 
left is then handed over to the split- 
ter, who dexterously splits the mate- 
rial into even strands by bringing it 
against the blade of a safety razor set 
upright in the table before him. The 
strands are then spun together and 
placed on the drying frames. 


An American E violin string re- 


quires six strands, the European four. 
The strands, at one end fastened to an 
upright post, are twisted together 
while still damp and pliable by means 
of a spinning wheel. Taken from the 
drying frames, the strings are cut in 
lengths, coiled and boxed in oiled pa- 
per for shipment To polish the strings 
very fine emery paper laid on a grooved 
aluminium block is used. While the 
strings are still on the drying frame 
the covered block is passed over the 
strings, polishing as many at one time 
as there are grooves in the block. It 
can be seen that from the manner In 
which the strands are twisted the ef- 
fect of polishing is to weaken the 
string. 


In -the essential features the process 


of making the fine gut strings for sur- 
gical uses or the heavy strings three- 
eighths of an inch thick sometimes 
employed for machinery* belting does 
not differ from the method employed 
in the case of the musical strings ex- 
cept that the latter are handled witb 
more care.—Chicago Record-Herald.
